President Huttig Says $950 of 
Money Was Located 
in Time. 





George _, Smith Jr., 20 years old, of 
3403 Eads avenue, a clerk ia the Third 
National Bank, is accused by Cherles 
H. Huttig, president of the. bank, 
stealing $1200 from the institution, un- 
der circumstances remarkably like those 
of the Gray defalcation, discovered a 
few days ago in the National Bank of 
Commerce, 

Smith has been discharged, but no 
step toward criminal prosecution has 
bee ntaken. 

Mr. Hutting said ‘Friday afternoon to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the bank 
would suffer no loss through the pecu- 


lations, which took the form of thefts 


from unregistered letters. Smith was 
a mail clerk in the Third National, as 
W. A, Gray was ip _the National Bank 
of Commerce. He Wares with hav- 
ing deposited, under an assumed name, 
in a Cleveland bank, the money stolen 
by him here. 
Mr. Huttig’s Statement, 

Mr. Huttig’s full statement regarding 
the case is as follows: 

“Some time ago it was found by the 
bank officials that petty thefts were 
being committed by the extraction of 
cash and coupons from remittance let- 
ters \which were not registered. It ts 
an unusual way to remit money, ths 
customary treatment being to ship by 
express or registered mail, but occa- 
sionally a bank will send mutilated cur- 
rency and samll amounts in their regu- 
lar remittance letters containing drafts, 
checks, etc. 

“Immediate ‘Steps ‘were taken to dis- 

the gullty person through the aid 


of the Postoffice inspectors and private 


detectives, with the result that George 
J, Smith Jr., whe has been an employe 
of the bank for the past year and a halt 
was found to be guilty. 

“It appears his first offense was com- 
mitted in December, and that the aggre- 
gate of the extractions from letters in 
cash and coupons amounted to about 
$1200, of which over $950 is recoverable. 
It seems that Smith deposited part of 
his stealings with the Cleveland Trust 
Co, of Cleveland, O., under the assumed 
name of J. A. Sherman, and over $750 
of this money is to the credit of Sher- 
man in that trust company at this time, 
payment having been stopped thereon. 

“The boy .came well recommended to 
us, and was placed under a $6000 bond. 
The bonding company has been notified 
and will take charge of the case. While 
there is an apparent shortage of $250, 
the bank suffers no loss on account of 
Smith's bond.”’ 

Efforts by Post-Dispatch reporters to 
find Smith were unavailing.

Uniform Data. of. Disturbances - to 
Be Collected at Order’s 


Stations. 
_CLEVELAND,:.O., March 12.~—The Jes- 
uit Order has :begun a world-wide-move- 
ment for'the study of earthquakes. The 
order. will secure absolutely uniform 
data through which the «world _ of - sci- 
ence may grapple. with: the problem of 
seismic disturbances. The organization 
of the movement, it was announced to- 
day,,is being carried out .by. the Rev. 
Frederick -E. Odenbach of Sf. Ignatius 
College, Cleveland, inventor of the elec- 
tric seismograph. 

Father OSes said of the new work 
of his order: 

“The thought struck me that the Jew 
uit Order had it within its’ power to or- 
ganize a chain of. seismological ‘stations 
around the’ world, stations' which ‘would 
use the same instruments according. to 
the very same instructions. Under such 
@ system: absolute: comparability. of 
seismograms would. be-easy to secure. 

“Our colleges scattered all over the 
world, include some famous observato- 
ries, such as Manila, ‘Zi-Ka-Wel,. Stony- 
hurst,. England, Island of Jersey, Hava- 
na, -Bulowayo, Africa, as * well as 
Georgetown, Omaha, . Cleveland and 
naSat Clara, Cal.

TACOMA, Wash., March 12.—When 


Joshua Klein, hypnotist, who has Amer- 
ican girls as his prisoners in a chalet 
in Switzerland, was called to trial here 
today, Federal agents were in attend- 
ance to determine whether he could be 
deported. Klein’s family is now living 
in St. Louis. 

Klein is on trial on the ice of as- 
sault to do bodily harm to Mrs. Nellie 
C. Sauvageot, whose daughter, Dora, is 
one of his prisoners in Switzerland. To 
aid him in his defense, a mysterious 
check for $500 came to his attorney to- 
day with an anonymous card inclosed 
marked ‘For Klein, Cause.” 

Mrs. Sauvageot, testifying regarding 
Klein’s attack on her during a quarrel 
over money, said: “I believe him a devil 
incarnate.”’ 

Mrs. Sauvageot told how she sent 
mysterious cablegrams to Klein’s chalet 
in efforts to get her daughter Dora to 
leave Klein. She used Klein's name in 
these messages and also used the mys- 
terious word, “Cause,’”’: which was writ- 
ten on the card accompanying a check 
sent to Klein's attorney here. 

Mother Used “Cause.” 

A cablegram to her daughter she said 
she signed, “Mother Joshua.” Another 
to Klein’s lieutenant, Max Iinopper, in 
charge of the Swiss chalet, she wrote in 
German, saying, “Send both for Cause. 
(Signed) I.”’ 

Mrs. Sauvageot, despite efforts of 
Judge Easterlay and attorneys. for both 
State and defense, {nsisted on telling of 
her interview with Klein while at the 
Swiss chalet, where she went in an ef- 
for to get her daughter to return home. 

“Klein came to my room,’’ declared 
Mrs. Sauvageot, excitedly, “with a pa- 
per for me to sign and I told him I 
would not sign it. If you want.to know 
what I told, I'll tell you. I said, ‘I’d 
see him in hell first.’ 

Klein, I tell you, had my money and 
[ wouldn't sign until he returned it. 
"Why, he came to New York, with mz 
daughter and myself, on money he got 
‘from. her.” 


Paid for Klein’s Clothes. 

She referred to a trip Klein made’ to 
America, when she was bringing her 
daughter back from Europe and when 
Klein, in New York, persuaded Dore 
Sauvageot to return to the chalet. 

“Why, he botght a ticket for Dora 
back to Europe on money he had gotten 
from her and which I. gave her. He 
has lived on my money,” said M-:. 
Sauvageot.

Tests at Baddeck, Nova 
Scotia.

NEW YORK, March 12. —By a tele- 
gram received vesterday, the Aero Club 


of America was informed by J. A. D. 
McCurdy that on Wednesday he had 
made a flight of more than twenty 
miles across country at Baddeck, N. 8., 
in the aer@plane “Silver Dart.’’ 

This is the machine which was built 
by the Aerial Experiment Association 
at Hammondsport, N. Y., of which Dr. 
Alexander Graham Bell is’the head. 
During the last week it made several 
record flights, varying from. eight to 
fourteen miles. ¢ 

Wednesday's’ flight was one of the 
most: remarkable exhibitions of flying 
in a straight line ever made, and*it, 
probably surpasses any other cross- 
country flight yet. achieved. 

The Wrights have flown approximate- 
ly 100 miles’ in circles, but it is consid- 
ered that a flight over an elongated 
course is a far better demonstration of’

The: officers of the ‘‘American Chris- 
tian Volunteers,” 1348 North Garrison 
avenue, were denounced by Judge Pol- 
lard in the Dayton Street Police Court 
because they permitted Pearl Ward, a 
girl of 16, to go to all sorts of places 
in the dawntown district and solicit 
money for the. support of the home and 


Ats officers. 


‘Miss Ward is an attractive girl. She 
spends the day going around to offices 
and business places soliciting money for 
the support of ‘“‘Charity Rest,’’ as the 
home of the “Volunteers” is called. 

“Do you like the work?” she. was 
asked by a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch, 

She shrugged her shoulders. and 
laughed, “Oh, it’s better than ee ¥s 
she answered. 

‘How much do you make?” 
- Gets,Half and Board, 

“Some deys’I collect 25 cents, and 
some days $2 or $3, and I get half. Be- 
sides, I get my board and.room free 
at the home, so it’s not such poor pay.”’ 

“Do «you ever go into saloons to beg 
money?” 

“Oh, I go everywhere, wherever 
there is a dollar or a quarter in sight,”’ 
she answered. 

“Are you ever insulted?’’ 

Again she- shrugged her shoulders and 
laughed. ‘‘Sometimes I am. But. not 
often. Some of the men get fresh.” 

‘“‘Have you been at school muchY®’ 

“No, I never had much chance to go 
to school. My father died in Fairview, 
Ijl., 13 years ago, and my mother had 
the Sunshine Mission there, and I had 
to collect money. Mother and I came 
to this mission a few weeks ago and i 
find it harder to collect here. The men 
are not so respectful.”’ 

“Wouldn't you rather be at work 
somewhere, in a respectable place where 
you would not have to beg?’ she was 


4 asked. 


‘Well, I don’t know; this is not so 
bad. I take it eazy. I only’ have to col- 
lect when I feel like it. Now, this aft- 
@rnoon I went out for only two hours 
and picked up 45 cents and I get half 
are." 

“Saloon Solicitor” Talks. 

Miss Etta Decker is ‘saloon solicitor’ 
of these ‘‘Volunteers.”’ She makes 
nightly rounds of the saloons in the 
down-town district dressed in gray uni- 
form, a poke bonnet and gray shoulder 
straps. She said Friday: 

“I collect all the way from $2 to $ 
on a Saturday night and nét so much 
on other nights. I keep half of it as 
my cummission and give the other half 
to the officers.’”’ 

In addition to collecting money 
“Lieut.”” J. P. Moore drives a wagon 
around to the hotels, boarding houses 
end grocery stores and solicits food. 
Some days he brings in a wagon load. 
Other solicitors beg clothing. 

“Charity. Rest” has nine rooms. In 
addition to all the workers there are 
several old men and women and two 
children who live there on the bounty 
of the “Volunteers.” A printed report 
of the organization, which is incor- 
porated under the laws of Missouri, 
shows that in the six months ending 
Fob. 28 it gave out, entirely without 
charge, 1123 baskets of food, 2086 gar- 
ments, 22,608 ‘meals, 4914 nights lodging 
and 309 suits of clothing to men. 

The old men and women inmates of 
this “Charity Rest’’ speak highly of 
the kind treatment they get there. 

General “Wears Gold Braid.” 

E. H. Watkins, who styles himself 
“General, .Commander-in-Chief,” is the 
head of the.organization. He is an old 
man, whd wears-a blue uniform like 
those worn by policemen, a-gray felt 
Grand Army hat with gold braid and 
tassels around: the band, and shoulder 
straps with six gold stars. The nickel- 
plated buttons of “Gen.” Watkins’ uni- 
form are always highly polished. 

Mrs. Hester Stephenson is “Briga- 
dier,”” Mrs. Annie White is “Captain,” 
J. P. Moore is ‘“‘Lieutenant” and Thom- 
as Hamilton is “Lieutenant-Colonel” of 
this organization. 

Besides these: officers, who do noth- 
ing but manage the home, theré are 
from ten to twenty solicitors, men and 
women, who make a living for them- 
selves and their superior officers by 80- 
liciting money and ‘keeping half of it 
as commission. ° 

Working for “Human Sparrows.” 

“Brigadier” Stephenson said of the 
work: “We keep a careful record of 
every cent that comes in and goes out. 
Our books are open to the examination 
of all, and so is the home. We make 
no money out of this. 

We are working for God and his hu- 
man sparrows who fall by the wayside 
in this great city. We have had as 
many as 4 men out of work sleeping 
here in one night.” 

The organization has a hall at 226 
Easton avenue, where religious meetings 
are held each night and twice on Sun- 
day.

rates, fares or charges fixed estab- 
lished and charged for any service 
rendered, wholly within this State 
by such person or corporation shall 
be reasonable, fair and just, and 
every unreasonable or discriminatory 
rate, fare or charge for service ren- 
dered is hereby prohibited and de- 
clared to be unlawful. 

; Has a New Article. 

The new bill has a separate article 
for which there practically is no prece- 
dent in any State. It is entitled: ‘‘Pro- 
visions relating to regulation of busi- 
nesses which are impressed with a pub- 
lic use by virtue of being a monopoly.” 

The bill asserts the right of the com- 
mission to regulate the charges and 
conditions of doing business of these 
concerns which have a monopoly or 


business furnishing any article that is 
a necessity to the public. ‘This section 
undertakes to give the commission pow- 
er to reguiate the charges of such con- 
cerns as the Oil Trust, Beef Trust, Ice 
Trust, Lumber Trust or any other trust 
or combination formed to control prices 
or able to contro] prices by reason of 
having driven its opponents out of the 
competitive field.

2. The suit by the Government to dis- 
solve the Tobacco Trust ts Before the 
Supreme Court of the United States on 
appeal by th: trust and a cross-bill by 
the. Government.. It is to be argued in 
October. 
Louis Standard Oil case will reach the 
Supreme Court at about that timeé, and 
that the two, which involve the same 
principle, will be submitted to the court 
at the same time. 
3. The Government controversy with 
the Powder Trust is in the hands at 
present of an examiner appointed by 
the United States Circuit Court at Wil- 
mington, Del., where testimony is be- 
ing taken. The Department of Justice 
says almost all of the testimony igs in 
and that the case will be submitted to 
the Court soon. 
4. The ‘“‘commodities clause” has been 
submitted to the Supreme Court and a 
ruling is expected in the not distant 
future. This clause of the statutes for- 
bids a railroad to haul products of its 
own and was intended to do away with 
the combination of railroad and coal 
mining property prevalent in Pennsyl- 
vyania and West Virginia. 

The “Anthracite Coal Case.” 
5. In the “anthracite coal case,” as 
it is known in the department, testi- 
mony is being takén by an examiner, 
appointed by the Circuit Court for the 
district of Pennsylvania. The title of 
the suit is the United States vs. Th 
Reading Co. , 
6. An examiner, appointed by the 
Federal Court, is working in the at- 
tempt of the United States to prove 
there is a combination in violation of 
the anti-trust act between E. H. Harri< 
man’s Union Pacific and the Southern 
Pacific road. 
". The “Boston merger” is another 
case that will remain on the Attorney- 
General’s docket. This i: an attempt 
on the part of the Government to re- 
strain a merger between the Boston & 
Maine and the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford railroads, with the inei- 
dental absorption of trelley lines that 
have paralleled the steam roads. This 
case is pending in the Federal Court at 
Boston. 
8. What is regarded by the new justice 
administration as the most important 
suit ef all is the one—or, rather, the 
several—that have been brought to test 
the constitutionality of the law that 
gives to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission the right to fix and amend rail- 
road rates. 
Number of Suits Brought. 
A‘ number of these sults have been 
brought by railroads in different parts 
of the United States, and it is esti- 
mated that they will reach the Su- 
preme Ceurt in the fall. It is prob- 
able that the attorneys in all the cases 
will select the strongest, drop the oth- 
ers and combine on the one case be- 
fore the Supreme Court for a final test. 
9. There are a number of Interstate 
Commerce cases, sucn as for violations 
of the law demanding safety appli- 
ances, the proper distribution of cars, 
etc. 
All of the suits mentioned in this list 
will be passed for the present. If vital 
defects are found by the new Attorney- 
General, the case will be dropped be- 
fore it comes to the Supreme Courst, to 
save time and energy. Where it ap-

A tall man, with light hair, under a 
shaggy black wig, is believed to be the 
murderer of Mrs. Mary Rodefeld, whe 
was robbed and strangled in her home 
at 2114 North Thirteenth street. This 


picion of children at play in the neigh- 
borhood, is sought by the police. 

Fourteen-year-old Elsie Kralemann of 
1310. Madison street, one of the children 
who saw the man, said he seemed to 
have on a false mustache as well as a 
wig. She says one of the boys in the 
crowd asked him for the end of a ciga- 
rette he was smoking. The man turned 
his face away and retreated into an 
alley. 

This man was seen by the children 
about 7:45 p. m. Wednesday, they say. 
Mrs. Rodefeld was heard. screaming 
about 8 p. m., and is supposed to have 
been murdered then. 


Mrs, Rodefeld’s Eccentricities, 
Mrs. Rodefeld was a woman of un- 


usual eccentricities. Although she had 
been a widow for 22 years, she pre- 
served the clothes her husband had 
made for himself and had worn. She 
kept them in a wardrobe in her bed- 
room, but once a month she took them 
out, brushed them carefully and hung 
them out on a line in the yard for an 
airing. She grew offended when ary 
of the neighbors referred to them. 

She was extremely miserly and lived 
on next to nothing. She ate meat only 
once a week, when she bought 5 cents’ 
worth of soup meat, which she boiled 
up with a few potatoes, which she gen- 
erally begged from her tenants and 
neighbors. She made a practice of get- 
ting up at 3 o’clock in the morning to 
go to a neighboring bakery, the ft#me 
when the wagons came in with the 
stale, unsold bread gathered by the 
drivers from the boxes in front of the 
grocery ‘stores, and would carry home 
three loaves, which she could buy for 
5 cents, and this, with coffee, was her 
chief -mé@ans of subsistence. : 

Her neighbors say that a pound of 
cheap coffee mould: last her a month. 
After she hadsmade a decoction she 
would dry the coffee grains and -use 
them over and over repeatedly until 
there was nothing left in them to stain 
the water in which they were boiled. 

Nails and Pins Hoarded. 

The passion for saving had such a 
strong hold on her that she hoarded the 
most trivial things as if they were 
precious. 
istrator Bohn was searching the house 
for possible hoardings 
other valuables,.*he found 'the oddest 
collection of his experilenée. 

In one package, wrapped around with 
innumerable scraps of cloth, each layér 
carefully ‘tied with thread, was an old 
file. Nearly a hundred small boxes 
were found, carefully tied up. Some 
of these contained rusty pins and old 
bone buttons. Other boxes had nails; 


rusty with age, wrapped up in: pieces of 


cloth. 

A bundle that promised something of 
value was made up of alternate layers 
of nearly twenty pieces of cloth. In the 
center was a pair of child’s white kid 
gloves, which had been cleaned and 
turned inside out. 

Small wooden spools from which the 
thread was gone were wrapped around 
with small scraps of cotton cloth and 
tied with thread. Photographs of men 
and women dressed in garments of two 
decades ago were carefully tied up in 
paper and hidden away in boxes. Bone 
buttons were each wrapped separately 
in pleces of cloth and laid away as if 
they were uncut diamonds. 

The only money, found was a” 25-cent 
silver coin. 

How She Kept Her Money. 

Mrs. Rodefeld had a unique way of 
keeping her money, according to the 
testimony of her tenants who were about 
the only ones who ever saw her make 
a display of her wealth, although her 
parsimonious habits. and her habit of 
hoarding had given her the reputation 
of having a great deal of money in the 
house. 

When her tenants went to pay their 
rent and had not the exact amount it 
angered the old woman who then had 
to make change. She would lift one of 
her three skirts and take out of a bag 
In which were pinned rolls of: bills. All 
her bilis were divided into parcels of 
different denominations. Each bill was 
divided from the other with a piece of 
paper cut the same.size. All the one 
dollar bills were in one roll with a slip 
of paper between each. The fives and 
tens were treated in the same manner. 
In this way each bil] was kept flat. 

When the body was discovered Thurs- 
day morning several of the pieces of 
paper which had been between Dills 
were found on the floor of the squalid 
room in which she met her death.

Board of Curators and:faculty of the 
State University at Columbia, are in 
arms over what they term the “unfair, 
star-chamber proceedings” of the House 
of Representatives Committee, appoint- 
ed to investigate the financial and other 
affairs®of the university. 

The ‘smelling’? committee headed by 
Representative George Aureswald of 
Jefferson County, is looking for extrava- 
gance on the part of the university au- 
thorities in spending the State’s money. 

Too many professors, too many per- 
quisites and too many fads, are the prin- 
Cipal matters that call for correction, 
according to the investigators. Two 
years ago the Legislature appropriated 
$1,400,000 for the university, and this time 
the curators are asking $1,600,000. 

The House economists think the uni- 
versity can be liberally maintained on 
half a million a year. Chairman Aures- 
wald and his associates, J. W. Hensley 
of Gasconade County, and J. Weldon 
Hardesty of Monroe, are holding their 
Sessions behind closed doors. During 
the last few days they have grilled A. 
Ross Hill, president of the university; 
B. H. Bonfoey, P., T. Burton, Camp- 
bell Wells, Walter Williams, members 
of the Board of Curators, and the sec- 
fetary of that body, Prof. J. G. _—

Merchants Organize to Rid 
Thoroughfare of Hoboes 
and Rowdies. 





WILL ASK POLICE AID 





Ban to Be Placed on Cheap 
Shows, Shooting-Galleries 
and Low Saloons. 





Market street is to become one of the 
principal business streets of the city, if 
the leading business men on the street 
now, headed by'!Henry McNichols, Sol. 
Oppenheimer and George W. Jones, do 
not fail in their plans. 

At 11:30 a. m. Tuesday, a meeting 
will be held at the American Theater 
with Mr. McNichols, head of the Only 
McNichols furniture house, as chairman, 
to perfect a permanent organization. 

‘IT think it would be well to select 
some other name than ‘Improvement 
Association’ for our organization,” said 
Mr. MeNichols, “for there have been 
many organizations with that name in 
St. Louls, and I don’t think they’ve 
ever done much. But our object will be 
improvement, none the less.”’ 

The first task to be undertaken by 
the’ proposed organization will be rid- 


}ding the street of hoboes who live at 


the cheap lodging-houses and lounge 
about the street, begging money from 
pedestrians and dJurching drunkenly 
against them after spending alms for 
drink. It is desired to have a mounted 
police patrol for this work. 

Mr. McNichols, at the first meeting, 
held Wednesday, said that it was very 
disagreeabje for a woman of refine- 
ment to go on Market street, as she 
was liable to be accosted by these beg- 
ging creatures. He said that the young 
women employed in the Cupples block, 
which is south: of Market street, go 
several blocks out of their way in or- 
der to avoid the hoboes. 


Business Men Sign Petition. 

Friday afternoon a petition, signed by 
several of the most prominent business 
men on Market street was presented 
to the Police Board. The petition asks 
that the police rid the street of hoboes. 
Mr. Oppenheimer, one of the owners 
of the American Theater, said: 
“It would be an easy matter for the 
police to chase every hobo on Market 
street out of town. If the police don’t 
do it, then we'll appear to the Governor 
to find out Why. And we’ll do it our- 
selves. We employ at least a special 
watchman for every block, having him 
given the authority of a special police- 
man, and I'll guarantee to get men who 
will run these bums away. 

“But our idea is to do more than this. 
It is, eventually, to get rid of the cheap 
lodging house on Market street, and to 
rid the street of all othér objectionable 
institutions. Then to obtain better pav- 


chants of standing to mové onto the 
street and make it what it ought to be— 
one of the best streets in town. 


Main Artery of Travel, ~~“ 

“It is the first street the stranger 
see, It is a main artery of city travel, 
with both the Union Depot ’and the 
Courthouse located on it.” 

George W. Jones of the Evens & How- 
ard company, which has an office in the 
900 block on Market street, said: 

“What we want to do first is to get 
rid of the disgusting hoboes on this 
street and then do everything else we 
can to make Market street a fine busi- 
ness thoroughfare.”’ 

E. E. Koken, head of the Koken Bar- 
ber Supply Co., said: 

“I am heartily in sympathy with this 
movement, and will give it all the aid I 
can personally. It is these bums and 
what produces the bums that keeps 
Market street down now, and nothing 
else does. 

“It used to be one of the best streets 
in town. Then some ex-prize fighters 
opened saloons on the street and drew 
a tough, rowdy element. They began 
to give the street an unsavory reputa- 
tion, and that induced the Salvation 
Army to put up a lodging house down 
here. Other lodging houses followed. 
Soon Market street was what it is now. 


Naturally a Good Street. 

“Rid the street of these things and 
It would come to the front with a. 
rush, for naturally it should be one of 
the best business streets in town, if 
not as good as Olive and Washington 
avenue, at least filled with desirable 
businéss houses which can’t pay the 
high rents exacted on these streets.” 
Gibson & March, grocers at 606 Mar- 
ket street, said they were in full accord 
with the movement to clean up the 
street. Their house has been in busi- 
ness on the street for more than sixty 
years.

NEW YORK, March 12.—There’s @ 
near mutiny aboard the Connecticut, 
flagship of: the round-the-world fleet, 
which will go to the Brooklyn navy 
yard today for an-overhauling—not the 
real article of the good oid days, but 
as near a mutiny as is ever likely to 
occur on a twentieth century man-o’- 
war. 

None of the enlisted men are “jJump- 
ing’ the ship—there’s little enough 
chance to do that nowadays, anyway— 
but the grumble factory is working 
overtime. The rank. and file of the 
sailormen are sore through and through, 
and the esprit de corps aboard the Con- 
necticut has utterly disappeared. 

The man-o’-war's men lay most of 
their trouble to Admiral Sperry, who 
was retired a short time ago—‘‘Maneu- 
vering Charley,” they call him, or, 
when they are feeling especially bitter, 
“Air-Bedding Charley.’’ It may be 
that he suffered by comparison with 
“Bob” Evans, the idol of the navy. 
whom he succeeded, but whatever the 
cause, he was so unpopular at the end 
of the globe-circling cruise that he re- 
ceived never a cHeer when he boarded 
his flagship at Hampton Roads on his 
return from Washington. . 

Perfunctory Cheers Given, 


When he bade good-by to his ship 
there was a perfunctory cheer—there 
had been talk of giving him a rousing 
three groans—but it was nothing com- 
pared with the farewell to his flag 
lieutenant. 

Admiral Sperry was nicknamed ‘Ma- 
neuvering Charley’ because of the al- 
most constant turmoil in which’ he kept 
the flagship during the cruise. The 
men say he maneuvered this way and 
that, circling one ship and then anoth- 
er, until the men were thoroughly tired 
out from lack of sleep and continuous 
work, 

The climax came as the fleet was 
steaming into the Suez Canal. Some of

“THE STATE UTILITIES COMMISSION. 
The general outline of Gov. Hadley’s bill creat- 


ing a State Public Utilities Commission and em- 
powering it to regulate charges and conditions of 
public service, indicate a wise and practical 
measure. The detaiJs require careful study before 
final judgement may be ‘given on the measure as 
a whole. 

Having waged a successful battle for the edi 
ciple of regulation in the Cooper Enabling Act and 
having forced action on that law by the St. Louis 
Municipal Assembly, the Post-Dispatch took up the 
plan of a State commission as a relief from ob- 
stacles to a satisfactory conclusion through local 
action under the Cooper measure. After two 
years’ unceasing effort to get a commission 
created, we shrink from the heavy task of obtain- 
ing wise and just action upon its recommenda- 
tions. We apprehend danger from the immediate 
direct influence that may be directed upon both 
the Commission and the Municipal Assembly. to 
prevent just legislation. We foresee influences in 
local politics directed to the control of the Munici- 
pal Assembly for the purposes of public utility 
corporations which may be inimical to the inter- 
ests of the people. 

The proposed bill solves the problem of the rail- 
road Commission as at present constituted. The 
functions of that Commission will be merged with 
the wider functions of the new commission which 
will have supervision of all public.service corpora- 
tions with power to act. We believe one general 
commission can do the work better than several 
commissions. 

In creating a body with such a broad scope of 
duty and responsibility and with great powers care 
should be taken to safeguard public interests 
against mistakes. The corporations will have the 
right of appeal to the courts. The people should 
have protection in the power of the Governor 
to remove objectionable members. The salary 
should be sufficjent to insure the employment of 
men of high character and capacity. 
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‘‘We cannot restrain the corporations of the na- 
tion,” says President Wilson of Princeton, “until 
we punish. the individuals: responsible for viola- 
tions of the law.” How many times must this 
truism be repeated before some Attorney-General 
acts upon it with energy and effect? 
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THE ART OF MAKING RATE SHEETS. 

The acquitta] of the Standard Oil Co. by order 
of the Court in the famous $29,000,000 case ap- 
pears to have been inevitable. 

Resting his instructions to acquit upon the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals in the first trial, 
Judge Anderson says: “The Court of Appeals nas 
said upon this same evidence, after having con- 
sidered it in all its relations, after the evidence 
which was given, that it cannot say that these two 
papers (referring to the railroad tariff sheet and 
the Lllinois classification) really fix any 18-cent 
rate. Therefore, if it is a matter about which rea- 
sohable men may differ or trained judges may dis- 
agree, if the Court of Appeals says after reviewing 
these papers and consulting together, that they 
cannot tell what it is, then, of course, the evidence 
is not sufficient for you in finding that these 
papers establish that rate beyond a reasonable 
doubt.” 

This is a remarkable utterance. And no sane, 
honest man can find fault with it. It amounts, 
however, to this: If railroad companies muddle a 
traiff and classification so cunningly and com- 
pletely that the wisest judges on the bench can- 
not make out its meaning, any departure from it 
cxnnot be considered unlawful. 

Of course not. There can be no violation of a 
rule unless -there is an intelligible rule to violate, 
and in this case such a rule was not found. It 
is a great joke, but the public would like to hear 








from the Interstate Commerce Commission. Why 


are railroad companies permitted to issue such 
cunning snares?

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THE SOROLLA COLLECTION. 

A correspondent in today’s letter column of the 
Post-Dispatch asks why St: Louis is not to have 
the collection of paintings by Sorolla-y-Bastida,

EXPERIENCES IN THE OJL BUSINESS 


From the World's 
Continued from the Post-Dispatch of 
Yeste y: 

FE never attempted <«s I have al- 
ready said, to sell the Standard 

Oil stock on the market through 

the Stock Exchange. In the early days 
the risks of the business were great, 
and if the stock had been dealt in on 
the Exchange its. fluctuations would no 
doubt have been violent. We prefered 
to have the attention of the owners 
and administrators of the business di- 
recteg wholly to the legitimate develop- 
ment of the enterprise rather than to 
The interests 
of the company have been carefully con- 
served. We have been criticized for 
paying large dividends on a capitaliza- 
tion which represents but a small part 
of the actual property owned by the 
company. If we had increased the cap- 
ftalization to bring it up to the real 
value, and listed the shares on the Ex- 


change, we might have been criticized 


then for promoting a project to induce 
the public to invest. As I have indi- 
cated, the foundations of the company 
were so thoroughly established, and its 
affairs so conservatively managed, that, 
after the earlier period of struggle to 
gecure adequate capital and in view of 
the trying experiences through which we 


then passed, we decided to pursue the 


policy of relying upon our own re- 
sources. Since then we have never been 
Obliged to lean very heavily upon the 
financial public, but have sought rather 
to hold otrselves in position not only 
to protect our own large and important 
interests, but to be prepared in times 
of stress to lend a helping hand to oth- 
ers. The company has suffered from 
the statements of people who, I am 
convinced, are not familiar with all the 
facts. As I long ago ceased to have any 
active part in the management of its 
affairs, perhaps I may ,venture the 
opinion that men who devote themselves 
to building up the sale of American 
products all over the world, in compe- 
tition with foreign manufacturers, 
should be appreciated and encouraged. 

There have been so many tales told 
about the so-ealled speculations of the 
Standard Oil Co. that I may say a word 
about that subject. This company is in- 
terested only in oil products and such 
manufacturing affairs as are legitimate- 
ly connected therewith. It has plants 
fot the making of barrels and tanks; 
and building pumps for pumping oil; it 
owns vessels for carrying oll, tank cars, 
pipes for transporting oil, etc., etc.—but 
it ig‘not concerned in speculative inter- 
ests. The oil business itself is specu- 
lative enough, and its successful admin- 
istration requires a firm hand \and a cool 
head.

The company pays dividends to its 
stockholders which it earns in carrying 
on this oil trade. This money the stock- 
holders can and do use as they think fit, 
but the company is in no way responsi- 
ble for the disposition that the stock- 
holders make of their dividends. .The 
Standard Oil Co. does not own nor con- 
trol ‘“‘a chain of banks,” nor has it any 
interest directly or indirectly in any 
bank. Its relations are confined to the 
functions of ordinary banking, such as | 
other depositors have. It buys and sells. 
its own exchange; and these dealings, 
extending over many years, have made 
its bills of exchange acceptable all over 
the world. 

Character the Essential Thing. 

N speaking of the real beginning of 

| the Standard Oil Co., it should be 

remembered that it was not so much 
the consolidation of the firms in Which 
we had a personal interest, but the com- 
bined brain power to do the work, which 
was the actual, starting point. Perhaps 
it is worth while fo emphasize again 
the fact that it is mot merely capital and 
“plants” and the strictly material 
things which make up a business, but 
the character of the men behind these 
things, their personalities, and their abil- 
ities: these are the essentials to be 
reckoned with. 

Late in 1871, we began the purchase of 
some of the more important of the re- 
finery interests of Cleveland. The condi- 


most of the refiners were very desirous 
to get out of the business. We invaria- 
bly offered those who wanted to sell 
the option of taking cash or stock in the 
company. We very much preferred to 
have them take the stock, because a 
dollar in those days looked as large as 
a cart wheel, but as a matter of busi- 
ness policy we found it desirable to 
offer them the option, and in most cases 
they were even precipitate in their 
choice of the cash. They knew what 
a dollar would buy, but they were very 
skeptical in regard to the possibilities of 
resurrecting the oil business and giving 
any permanent value to these shares. 
These purchases continued over a pe- 
riod of years, during which many of 
the more important refineries at Cleve- 
land were bought by the Standard Oil 
Co. Some of the smaller concerns, 
however, continued in the business for 
many years, although they had the 
same opportunity as, others to sell. 
There were always, at other refining 
points which were regarded as more 
favorably located than Cleveland, many 
refineries in successful operation. —

Tribunals of California and 
Wisconsin Ruled on Simi- 
lar Cases. 











Objections +o the Municipal Court bill, 
on the ground of supposed unconstitu- 
tionality, have been answered by Fred- 
erick N. Judson in a ‘letter to State 
Senator Fields, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Judiciary. 

Mr.. Judgon'’s opinion is indorsed by 
Fred W. Lehmann, whose signature fol- 
lows that of the writer in the copy sent 
to Senator Fields. 

Mr. Judson’, ‘letter follows: 

ST. LOUIS,’ March 11, 1909. 

Hon. Emmet 8#., Fields, 

Chairman Judiciary Committee of 

Senate, Jefferson City, Mo. 

Dear Senator: 

Mr. Grossman has shown me your 
letter concerning the suggested un- 
constitutionality of the Municipal 
Court bill, and at his request I write 
you concerning same. 

The first point raised, that the court 
is not a municipal corporation court, 
as specially provided for in Section 1 
of Article 6 of the Constitution, it 
seems to me is directly answered by 
the decision of the Court in Cake 
vs. White, 91 Mo. 79. It is true that 
that court had been established prior 
to the adoption of. the Constitution, 
but that fact is rendered immaterial 
as Section 42 of the same article of 
the Constiution continued in exist- 
ence all courts not named or pro- 
vided for in the Constitution only 
until the term of the incumbent 
judge had expired. 

In this case the term of the Judge 
had expired and thus the question 
was fairly presented and necessarily 
decided that the term “municipal 
corporation court” meant, not a 
court whose jurisdiction was con- 
fined to municipal offenses and busi- 
ness, but a court whose jurisdiction 
was territorially limited to the mu- 
nicipality, and the character of 
such jurisdiction, therefore, not be- 
ing declared in the Constitution, 

emust necessarily be left for the Leg- 
islature to determine. 
Similar California Case. 

This Recorder’s Court of Hannibal, 
which was thus in effect declared a 
municipal corporation court under the 
Constitution, had jurisdiction in ac- 
tions of replevin which ordinarily be- 
longed to the concurrent jurisdiction 
of justices of the peace and the cir- 
cuit courts. This jurisdiction was re- 
tained under the Consitution of 1876, 
not because it had been established 
prior to the Constitution, but be- 
cause it was a municipal corporation 
court within the meaning of that ar- 
ticle. 

I see no escape from this conclu- 
sion and the same view of munici- 
pal corporation court has been de- 
clared in all the cases which have 
been brought to my attention. Thus, 
in Uridias vs. Morrell, 22 Cal. 473, 
the Court considered a provision of 
the Constitution of that State sub- 
stantially the same as our own, 
which gave the Legislature power to 
establish municipal and other in- 
ferior courts. The case was one of 
unlawful detainer. The Court said 
that the term “municipal courts” 
had a legal meaning and significa- 
tion and clearly includés mayors’ 
and recorders’ courts, as those were 
well known and universally recog- 
nized as being of that character, 
and that as the Constitution had 
not: defined the jurisdiction of such 
courts, it has therefore to be de- 
clared and regulated by the Legisia- 
ture under its general powers. 


Wisconsin Court Decision 

The same view was taken by the 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin in Stark 
vs. McArthur, 13 Wis., page 9383. 
There the wegislature established a 
municipal court in the City of Mil- 
waukee and gave it jurisdiction ter- 
ritorially over the entire county. 
The court held that it was consti- 
tutional, saying that the Constitution 
avidently contempiated that the-mu- 
nicipal courts authorized by it may, 
within the limits over which the jur- 
isuiction e~tends, have a jurisdiction 
equal to that vested by the Consti- 
tution in the circuit courts. The 
court said, “The object evidently was 
to enable the Legislature to transfer 
to the municipal courts some portion -
